MIDDLE EAST COUNTRIES. U.S.M. CHEMICLAS, BOSTON, 3M, CHAMPION 
INTERNATIONAL AND KIRSCHROD WERE LEADING PARTICIPANTS INTHESE 
TRANSACTIONS. 

BASED ON RESULTS ACHIEVED, IT APPEARS THAT THIS SECOND DO-IT 
YOURSELF EDITION AGAIN PROVED SUCCESSFUL. IT SHOULD BE STRESSED,
